It does nothing 
more. Nor does it contain any obliga- 
tion, expressed or implied, that any 
party shall use armed force to uphold 
whatever view that party may advo- 


te. 

To call the treaty an “alliance” is 
therefore misleading. An _ alliance 
specifies the eventual use of armed 
force for the attainment of its ob- 
jects. The Austro-German alliance 
of 1879, which formed the basis for 
the triple alliance, pledged the par- 
ties to stand by each other “with their 
entire armed strength,” to wage war 
and to conclude peace jointly. ‘The 
Franco-Russian alliance had a similar 
sense. The Anglo-French entente con- 
tained no pledge of armed assistance 
from Great Britain to France, though 
it was flanked by a military conven- 
tion entitling France, in the event of 
unprovoked aggression, to count upon 
the support of six British divisions. 
Subsequently this convention was sup- 
plemented by a British undertaking to 
protect the northern and Atlantic 
coasts of France against unprovoked 
naval attack. But Great Britain re- 
mained free to decide whether or not 
the attack on France were unpro- 
voked. The entente was, therefore, 
not an alliance until the parties to it 
decided to make war with their whole 
armed strength for the protection of 


Belgium. 
On Other Side. 


As for the argument that there is 
something repugnant to American sen- 
timent in a treaty which declares by 
implication that the United States 
does not intend to attack the Japanese 
homeland, it is best put the other way 
round. The exclusion of the Japanese

Briand has argued long and vehe- 
mently the point that France needs 
must have the largest possible amount 
of ready cash out of the January and 
February instalments due from Berlin.

Lloyd-George, on the other hand, 
has taken the stand that it is no long- 
er possible to deal with the repara- 
tions situation in a piecemeal manner, 
but that the economic problem must be 
approached as a single gigantic prob- 
lem.

Rebel, the peripatetic journal of the 
confederate army of ‘Tennessee, 
launched by Franc M. Paul, then clerk 
of the Tennessee state senate, in Au- 
gust, 1862, in Chattanooga. 

Publisher Paul, soon after launch- 
ing the enterprise, paid a visit to Mur- 
freesboro, where he found young Wat- 
terson serving as a volunteer aide on 
ithe staff of General N. B. Forrest. 
The Rebel needed an editor, and Paul 
readily persuaded Forrest that Wat- 
terson could do more for the southeru 
cauge on the tripod than in the saddle. 
With Watterson as editor, The Chat- 
tanooga Rebel quickly became one of 
the most famous journals of the civil 
war period. 

Before it had been forced to move 
to Marietta, Ga., because of the ad- 
vance of Rosecrans’ army, the circu- 
lation had grown to 8,000 copies a 
day, and the number could have been 
doubled had the publisher been able 
to provide the necessary white paper. 


| Excludes Paper. — 
Mr. Watterson’s connection with 


| the picturesque journal continued un- 
| til after the battle of Chickamauga, 
| September 19-20, 1863. Both the pub- 
lisher and the young editor of The 
Rebel agreed that Bragg had lost his 
fitness for the command of the army 
of Tennessee, in view of the strong 
prejudice arising in the army, but, ac- 
cording to the reminiscences of the 
late publisher, they disagreed as to 
what the attitude of The Rebel should 
be. 

“Mr. Watterson,” according to the 
publisher, ‘“‘was constantly itching to 
attack Bragg,” and during the ab- 
sence of Paul in search of white pa- 
per, poured forth the vials of his 
wrath upon the head of the command- 
er of the army of Tennessee, with the 
result that General Bragg issued an 
order excluding The Rebel from cir- 
culation in his army, the chief source 

| of its patronage. 
Comes to Atlanta. 
| The result was a breach between 
‘the publisher and the young editor, 
Mr. Watterson quitting The Rebel 
and in a short time joining The At- 
lanta Confederacy. The Rebel subse- 
quently, as a result of Sherman's ad- 
vance into Georgia, moved to Griffin, 
Ga., and finally wound up its career 
at Selma, Ala., where Wilson’s fed- 
eral cavalry extinguished it, including 
its precious files, in April, 1865.

HENRY WATTERSON. 
The death of Henry ‘Watterson, 
at the ripe age of 81, removes the 
most picturesque character of 
American journalism. 
He was the one conspicuous link 
between the old and new school of 
newspaper editors and writers— 
the school of individual journal- 
ism, represented by such men as 
Greely and Raymond, and Medill, 
and later by Halstead and White- 
law Reid, and a host of other 
luminaries, with none more bDril- 
liant than himself. 

His pen was as trenchant at 75 
as it was at 40, and it was but a 
few years since that he retiréd to 
his well-earned rest from active 
editorial direction of the paper 
his pen had made famous. 

After his retirement he retained 
the title of editor emeritus of The 
Courier-Journal, and his pen was 
not idle. The fame and apprecia- 
tion it had won for him made that 
impossible.

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PROBLEM OF WINTER ARMOR. 
Is it necessary, ask two schoolgirl 
chums named Jeane and Marjorie, for 
us to wear long heavy woolen under- 
wear and stockings in the winter time 
in order to be healthy girls? We live 
only about eight blocks from school. 
Well, children, it needn’t be so very 
long, just long enough to extend from 
the clavicle, if you have reached that 
level in your education, to the tops of 
your stockings, if you intend to wear 
stockings this winter. And in my 
judgment the underwear needn’t be so 
‘very heavy nor even wool if you itch 
too much in wool, ~ 
In my younger days as a private 
Sanitarian and even after I had 
launched forth as a health authority— 
I used to advocate wool strongly, and 
I do yet for the older folks. or young 
people I think it is immaterial, so: far 
as hygiene and health may be concern- 
ed, whether they wear wool, linen, cot- 
ton, silk or no unwearwear. They may 
do as their own comfort directs. So 
may the loder folks, for that matter, 
but as a general rule the older folks 
are most comfortable in the colder sea- 


lar weight. or those who live or work | 
weight wool (or wool with a small 
mixture of cotton) knitted material is 
most comfortable under varying condi- 
tions and therefore most healthful for 
underwear. By knitted material I 
mean the usual modern porous elas- 
tic texture of underwear and stock- 
ings, and I refer to no special brand. 
I merely wish to advise against wear- 
ing the old-fashioned tightly woven 
flannels, which are bad medicine, al- 
most as bad as thick .cotton underwear 
or cotton with an impervious “fleece”

Wool is a slow heat conductor, like 
hair or fur. Cotton and linen are fast | 
heat conductors and for that reason |

Most nails have 
this, but not all. I wish that those

over the idea that they are blemishes, 
First of all nothing can be done to 
eliminate them and secondly they are 
rather attractive. 

A great many nails are subject to 
curious little white spots. These ap- 

r, grow as the nail grows and 
inally are filed off. There is always 
a great deal of discussion as to what 
causes these tiny marks. One beauty 
specialist said it is the result of a 
stoppage in flow of nutrient juices. 
Others say it is poor circulation, and 
still others, that it is too much lime 
in the blood or else that the marks 
come from bruises. Personally, I 
don’t think that even a great number 
of these are in any sense a disfigure- 
If the nails are well cared for 
and well shaped, such marks are too 
tiny to bother about. If you really 
feel badly about them, make a little 
paste out of turpentine and myrrh and 
spread thig over the nails at night. 
emove it in the morning by rubbing 
with a little olive oil. 

The worst gisfigurement that a nail 
can have is a@ series of ridges. These 
can be filed off by rubbing the nail 
with wet pumice stone, afterwards 
polishing smooth with a buffer and 
rubbing with cream so the nail will 
not be too dry. A bruise wilkmake a 
nail ugly, sometimes will badly dis- 
figure it. If you have brnised the 
nail hold your finger in water as hot 
as you can stand it for half an hour. 
This will usually prevent the blood 
from settling under it and turning it 
black and blue.

. Discussed by Committee 


“The average moving picture shown 
in Atlanta is not suitable for the 
average Atlanta child,” declared Mrs. 
O. F. Elder, publicity director of the 
beter films committee of Atlanta, in 
an address Thursday afternoon in 
the Ansley hotel at the first meeting 


of the committee, which was organ- 
ized on November 12, by representa- 
tives of the Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion, the Atlanta Woman’s club and 
the Atlanta public schools. 

“The national board of moving pic- 
ture review,” continued Mrs. Felder. 
“is the only national censoring organ- 
ization and that board expressiy states 
that it only o. k.’s pictures for adults, 
or people 16 years of age or older.” 

At Thursday’s meeting there were 
members of the Civitan and Rotary 
clul.s, the Christian council, the City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, Parent- 
Teacher associations, the Jewish wel 
fare board, the Drama league and 
other organizations. 
was formed because of the widespread 
demand on the part of the public fo 
“selected” pictures for boys and giris 
Mrs. B. M. Boykin, chairman of the 
committee’s executive committee, pre- 
sided. 

Will Attend First Showing. 


Numerous questions relative to cen 
soring pictures for the benefit ot 
children were discussed, but m9 def- 
inite plan of action was reached, 
except that the members of the com- 
mittee agreed to see all pictures in 
Atlanta at their first showing snd 
report on them to Mrs. Elder. The 
co-operation of the managers of the 
local houses has been predged. 

The difficulty which ensued when 
the committee asked co-operation of 
the board of education was broached 
at Thursday’s meeting. 

Dudley Cowles, of the Drama league, 
said that “things here are radically 
wrong with the public schools. There 
are conditions that cannot be found 
in other progressive cities. It is time 
for the women to step in and assert 
their right to see that their chilcren 
are given opportunity to enjoy the 
best and most wholesome of drama 
and cinema pictures and to see that 
they are warned against patronizing 


The committe, 


pictures and drama of a harmful char. 
acter. 


“Despite the fact that the board of 
education disapproves of drama in the} 
high schools, some of the best wo1S 
in the drama in Atlanta has been 
accomplished by high school pupils 
What we should do is to get the 
board of education to patronize drama 
in the Atlanta public schools.” 


Not Caused by Pictures. 


H. T. Jones, public relations rep- 
resentative of the Southern Enter 
prises, in the last speech of the meet- 
ing, said that the notion that much 
child delinquency is caused by bad 
moving pictures is in error. He said 
that child crime resulting from mov- 
ing pictures is negligible and that 
it only results in abnormal cases. 

Mrs. Boykin said that the women 
of Atlanta should consider the movie 
houses as vitally and as seriously as 
the church, 


Mrs. George Obear, Jr., of the 
Parent-Teacher association, told of 
her activity in installing a moving 
picture machine in the Comwuercial 
High school for the instruction and 
Americanization of foreignera who 
attend night classes there. 


Among the telegrams and letters 
read by Mrs. Boykin was one from 
Mrs. W. S. Jennings, first vice presi- 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, of Jacksonvilie, Fla.., 
“Members of the national board of 
review of motion pictures,” it said, 
“are striving to raise standards of 
motion pictures and through their 
bulletins giving specific information 
regarding ail films as they are re- 
leased. We feel that Florida has 
taken a definite step for better films 
by its law, including the appoint- 
ment of a Florida committee of na 
tional board, which will enforce law 
prohibiting showing of any picture 
except as reviewed by national board.” 

The next meeting of the commit, 
tee will be held on ‘Thursday, Jan- 
ury 19, 1922. Friday afternoon at 1] 
o’clock in the Ansley hotel, the com- 
mittee will attend at the invitation 
of W. C. Patterson a dinner to be 
held in honor of Charles Ray, mov- 
ing picture star, who is the guest ot 
the Metropolitan theater. 


DAUGHERTY 10 ATTACK 
RETAIL PROFITEERING 


Washington, December 22:—Feder- 

investigation of retail prices 
charged in various parts of the coun- 
try for food, fuel, shoes and clothing 
was initiated today by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Daugherty. He gave orders to 


Director Burns, of the bureau of in- 
vestigation, of the justice department, 
to assign a force of men at once to 
the duty of obtaining data on retail 
prices in different localities. 

Mr. Daugherty declared that prices 
of necessary commodities were too 
high and that in some instances the 
profits of retailers were “unconscion- 
able.”. It would never be possible, he 
asserted, to get prices down to the 
pre-war level, but with wages lowerea 
and ‘the costs of foodstuffs reduced, he 
was determined to learn whether the 
present “badly proportioned” retail 
prices should be maintained. 

Plans for Drive. 

Mr. Burns was instructed to put 
his men to work simultaneously to 
obtain the variations in various lo- 
calities in the retail prices of general 
foodstuffs, such as meats, provisions, 
beans, bread and butter, fuel, shoes 
and clothing, and to make schedules 
of the comparative prices, Reports 
will also be gathered on the wholesale 
prices of wheat, beef and meats of all 
kinds, in order, Mr. Daugherty  ex- 
plained, that comparisons might be 
made of the costs of these commodi- 
ties with the prices charged by the 
butchers and grocers. The depart- 
ment’s agents are to be instructed to 
do their work carefully, but as rapidly 
as possible, 

Action to remedy price conditions, 
Mr. Daugherty declared, would be tak- 
en through several channels. In the 
main, he said, the situation was a 
local one, and the states would be 
asked te do as much as they could to 
solve it, with federal co-operation. 
Secretary Hoover, he added, would 
be invited to join with the justice de- 
partment in its effort to lower prices, 
while it was believed that the publi- 
cation of the comparative wholesale 
and retail prices would do much to 
remedy high prices by conveying to 
the housewives of the country accu- 
rate knowledge of actual conditions. 

Blames Organizations. 

Organizations of retailers in differ- 
emt parts of the country were blamed 
by Mr. Daugherty for high prices, 
‘hese associations, he deciared, were 
formed by “smart men who sold a 
scheme to defeat the laws of the coun- 
try by perfecting an organization for 
fixing prices which concealed its rea! 
purpose under a declaration of a de- 
sire to help competition.” - 

The department, he stated, intends 
to “get these smart fellows,” while, 
at the same time, recognizing that 
many innocent merchants had been 
imposed. upon by them. Mr. Daugh- 
erty declared himself as unqualifiedly 
in favor of trade organizations which 
confined their operations to improv- 
ing their services to the public, but 
he asserted they would not be allowed 
to fix prices or apportion territory 
among their members, thus atifling 
competition. 

Cites Hardwood Case. 


Trade associations generally, he 
said, were showing a commeucadle 
willingness to confine their activities 
to the lines suggested by the justice 
department as in conformity with the 
law, but where the department’s ad- 
vice had been disregarded it had beeu 
necessary to institute proceedings un- 
der the Sherman @dhti-trust act, 

The decision of the supreme court 
last Monday in the hardwood case, he 
asserted, would do much to remove un- 
certainty as to the exact application 
of the law to the activities of trade 
associations, and would enable accu- 
rate definition of what practiges were 
legal and which illegal. 

In connection with the hardwood 
decision, Secretary Hoover said today 


.that the suprem#@ court’s ruling would 


not interfere with the commerce de- 
partment’s plan for the publication of 
trade statistics gathered by associa- 
tions within the various industries, 
According to the department's infor- 
mation, he said, there were only 150 
associations operated on lines similar 
to the hardwood lumber association, 
out of some 1,700 trade associations 
in the country.
